NC have received undoubted Advice, That a great and ſudden Juvalion from Holland, with an 
Armed Fozce of Fozeigners and Strangers, Will ſpeedily be made in a Hoſtile manner up- 
won this Dur Kingdom; And although ſome kalle P2ctences relating to Liberty, Pꝛopertp, 
„ and Religion, contrived oz wozded With Art and Dubtilty, may be given out (as ſhall be 
thought uſeful upon ſuch an Attempt) it is manifeſt however, (conſidering the great Pꝛe⸗ 
=aA_©©WA* parations that are making) that no leſs Matter, by this Invalion, is pzopoſed and purpo⸗ 
ted, then an Abſolute Conqueſt of theſe Our Kingdoms, and the utter Subduing and Sub- 
N jecting Us and all Our People, to a Fozeign Power; Which is pzomoted (as We under- 
ſtand, although it may ſeem almoſt Incredible) by ſome ok Pur Subjects, being Perſons of 
Wicked and reſtleſs Spirits, implacable Malice, and deſperate Deſigns, who having no Senſe of kozmer Inte⸗ 
ſtine Diſtractions, the Memozy and Miſery whereof (ſhould Endear and put a Ualue upon that Peace and Happi- 
neſs which hath long been enjoyed; noz being moved by Our reiterated Acts of Gꝛace and Mercy, wherein UUe 
have ſtudied and delighted to abound towards all Dur Subjects, and even towards thoſe who were once Our 
avowed and open Enemies, do again endeavour to Jmbyoil this Kingdom in Bloud and Ruine, to gratifie their 

own Ambition and Malice, pzopoling to themſelves a Pzey and Booty in ſuch a publick Conkuſion. | 

UUe cannot omit to make it known, That although We had Notice ſometime inte, That a Fozeign Fozce 
was pꝛeparing againſt Us, yet We have always declined any Fozeign Duccozs, but rather have choſen (next 
under God) to relie upon the true and Ancient Courage, Faith and Allegiance of Our own People, with whom 
UUe have often ventured Our Life foz the Honour of this Nation, and in whore“ Defence againſt all Enemies, 
Ve are firmly reſolved to live and die: And the rekoꝛe UUe ſolemnly Conjure Our Subjects to lay aſide all 
manner of Animolities, Jealouſtes and Pꝛejudices, and heartily and chearfully to unite together in the Defence 
of Us and their Native Countrey ; Which thing alone will (under God) defeat and fruſtrate the pzincipal Hope 
and Deſign of Dur Enemies, who expect to find Our People Divided, and by publiſhing perhaps ſome plauſible 
Reaſons of their coming hither, as the ſpecious, though falſe Pzetences of maintaining the Proteſtant Religion, 
9 Aſſerting the Liberties and Pꝛoperties of Dur People, do hope thereby to Conquer this Gzeat and Renowned 
Kingdom: But albeit the Deiign hath been carried on with all imaginable Secrecy and Endeavours to ſur- 
pꝛize and deceive Us, UUe have not been Wanting on Our Part, to make ſuch Pzoviſion as did become Us, 
and by Gods Bleſſing UUe make no doubt of being found in fo good a Polture, that Our Enemies may have 
cauſe to repent ſuch their raſh and unjuſt Attempt. 

UUe did intend (as Ae lately Declared ) to have met Dur Parliament in November next, and the UUrits 
are iſſued foꝛth accozdingly, pꝛopoſing to Dur ſelves, amonglt other things, that UUe might be able to quiet the 
minds of all Our People in matters of Religion, purſuant to the ſeveral Declarations Tie Have publiſhed to 
that effect, but in regard of this ſtrange and unreaſonable Attempt, krom Dur Neighbouring Countrey ( with=- 
out any manner of pzovocation ) deſigned to divert Our laid Gꝛacious purpoſes, We find it neceſſary to recall 
Dur ſaid UUrits, which UUe do hereby recall accozdingly, Commanding and Requiring Dur Loving Subjects 
to take Notice thereof, and to ſurceaſe all further pzoceedings thereon; And foꝛalmuch as the appzoaching Dan- 
ger which now is at hand, Will require a great and vigozous Defence, UUe do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Com⸗ 
mand All Dur Loving Subjects both by Sea, and Land (whole ready Concurrence, Ualour and Courage as 
true Engliſh-men UUe no way doubt in ſo juſt a Cauſe ) to be pꝛepared to defend their Countrey ; And We do here⸗ 
by Command and Require all Lozds Licutenants, and Deputy Tieutenants, to Uſe their beſt and utmoſt En- 
deavours to Reſiſt, Repel and Suppꝛels Our Enemies who come with ſuch Confidence and great Pꝛeparations 
to Invade and Conquer theſe Dur Kingdoms. And laſtly UUe do moſt erpzeſly and ſtrictly enjoyn and pꝛo⸗ 
Hibit all and every Pur Subjects of what Degree oz Condition ſoever, from giving any manner of Aid, Al⸗ 
ſiſtance,Countenance 02 Succour, oꝛ from having oz holding any Cozreſpondence with theſe Our Enemies, oz any
